STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

substantially cylindrical sleeve extending substantially coaxially with the dental implant and 
extending beyond the inner neck surface to define an intersection curve between the inner neck 
surface of the dental implant and the sleeve, wherein the intersection curve not lying in a plane 
perpendicular to the central axis of the dental implant in combination with the elements set forth 
in the claim(s).
